The board is to con- 
vene on Nov. 15 each even year, and is to 
declare and certify the result of the election 
and send one return to the clerk of the House 
of Representatives, one to the governor of 
the State and one to the proper chief super- 
visor of elections. The clerk of the house is 
to place upon the roll of members-elect the 
names of the persons declared elected by the 
U. 8. canvassers, in case there is a difference 
in the result reached by them and by the 
State election officers. A penalty of between 
$1,000 and $5,000 is provided in case the clerk 
neglects this duty.”

The Outlook. 


The loftiest of Africa’s summits — the ice- 
crowned Kilinia-Njaro — has been surmount- 
ed by that famous German climber, Dr. Hans 
Meyer, who left Europe three times to ac- 
complish its subjugation and finally succeed- 
ed in reaching the highest pinnacle (Kibo) at 
an altitude but little short of 20,000 feet. 
He now proposes to ascend Mount Kenia, not 
quite so high as its southern rival, but more 
difficult of accomplishment, owing to the un- 
friendliness of the natives who live around its 
base. Both Joseph Thomson and Count Tel- 
eki have made a partial ascent of Kenia, the 
latter reaching a height of 15,500 feet and 
being then compelled to retreat, owing to ex- 
haustion of provisions. Dr. Meyer will stock 
a camp at the base of the mountain with sup- 
plies, and arrange for regular commissariat

HOW I STUDY THE BIBLE. 
LUCY RIDER MEYER, M.D. 

AM impressed at the start — indeed, al- 

most suppressed — at what seems to me 
the astonishing egotism of this subject, to be 
discussed by such an one as I. As if the 
imperfect fashion in which I work a 
mine could be of interest to the great mining 
publio! I plead in extenuation, however, that 
the subject is not of my choice; it was given 
me by the HERALD's wise editor, and insist- 
ed upon, even though I demurred. Whether 
in giving me the subject he knew he was to 
compel me, not only to tell how I do it, but 
to coufess how I do not do it, I can only sur- 
mise. But to the point: How I study the 
Bible. 

When I was a little child, in a New En- 
gland farm-house, my father used to gather 
about him his children, and his “ help” as 
well, on a long winter evening or summer 
Sabbath afternoon, and ply them with Bible 
questions. Sometimes he took for subject a 
single book of the Bible, sometimes a charac- 
ter. The questions were passed around in 
regular, old-fashioned, spelling-school style. 
Occasionally one would run the whole gaunt- 
let and come back to my father for its an- 
swer. In this way, and by the stories my 
father used to tell his children, I learned 
much of, and learned to enjoy, Bible history. 

The second great impulse of Bible study 


that came into my life was in connection 
| with 





that by force of circumstances I was com- 
pelled to prepare and give during a long win- 
ter, the religious associations of which were 
with a little country church. ‘The Bible 
readings were largely fashioned after the 
ones that are still so much in vogue by the 
disciples of Mr. Moody. I cannot believe 
that they were very helpful to anybody but 
myself, but owing to the fact that I was 
compelled to look out many hundreds of 
texts inconnection with the subjects under 
consideration, my winter’s work gave me a 
familiarity with the books and with the 
proof-texts most commonly quoted, that has 
been of untold value to me since. Moreover, 
I now for the first time began to see what a 
treasure-house the Bible is. The question is 
often asked: How shall I gain a love for Bi- 
blestudy? My answer would be: Study the 
Bible, and you will acquire a love for study- 
ing it.

(It is not to the 
point to say what commentaries I have found 
most helpful, but I cannot forbear to repeat 
here the advice I constantly give my students: 
That for general, not very profound, but prac- 
tical study, nothing surpasses our own Whe- 
don Series.)

‘EUROPE, AS THE TOURIST OF 
| TO-DAY SEES IT. 


| Coming from Nantucket, on board 
| the ‘Island Home,” one bright Mon- 
day morning in May some years ago, a 
brother minister, well acquainted with 
| the island and its people, called the 
| Writer's attention to an intelligent- 
jlooking fellow-passenger, apparently 
| about sixty years of age, and made the 
remark, ‘* That man is on his way to 
| Boston to attend court as a witness; 
| this is the first time he has left the 
|island of which he was born.” To 
any one whom Providence and person- 
al inclination have made a wanderer in 
|many lands, a mind so unaspiring and 
/incurious as to be contented for a life- 
time with the monotonous life and un- 
varying scenes of a small sea-girt isle, 
| presents quite a problem. One is apt 
|to forget how short a time it is since 
| summer traveling began to be so gen- 
eralas itis now. Fifty years ago the 
stay-at-home islander represented more 
| than three-fourths of the people of civ- 
ilized countries. Since the develop- 
/ment of the great railroad systems and 
the great steam-boat lines, the passion 
|for foreign travel has enormously 
grown and is still steadily increasing. 
The length and breadth of this country 
affords a variety of natural scenery 
that ought to satisfy the most ardent 
lovers of the grand and beautiful. But 
there is an irrepressible craving in al- 
most every educated mind to visit the 
historic scenes and venerable monu- 
ments, the cities, castles, cathedrals, 
palaces, museums, art galleries, parks 
and pleasure-grounds of the Old World, 
to look upon the homes and haunts and 
memorials of genius; to mingle with 
| the curiously-dressed crowds of foreign 
lands, and listen to the babel of unin- 
telligible tongues, and enjoy for a time 
the novelty of manners and customs so 
strikingly in contrast with those of the 


|

traveler's native land. 
In most cases the time spent abroad 


still powerful, but since the fall of the 
empire in 1870, she has been over- 
shadowed by the dominant power 
across the Rhine which she indiscreetly 
sought to humiliate and overthrow. 
And though she still ministers, as be- 
fore, to the luxury, comfort and culture 
of her neighbors and to the vivacity 
and picturesqueness of the social life 
of Europe, she can hardly be regarded 
as one of the great factors in the 
world’s progress. Berlin, in spite of 
her seclusion in an unromantic, out-of- 
the-way nook of northern Germany, is 
becoming as attractive and popular as 
Paris, and the famous city of the Seine 
has every reason to be jealous of her 
less brilliant but more dignified and 
powerful rival. 

The popular policy of the young 
Emperor, too, in displaying an active 
interest in the solution of the indus- 
trial problem, has secured for the gov- 
ernment of Germany a larger share of 
public confidence than that of the re- 
public can be said to enjoy among the 
same classes in France. And while in 
all the leading countries on the Conti- 
nent of Europe the traveler finds to- 
day a freer atmosphere, a higher ideal 
of citizenship, and a loftier and purer 
tone of moral and religious life than a 
quarter of a century ago, he finds that 
the great empire-loving people inhab- 
iting the isles across the “silver 
streak of sea” to the west have not 
only been unfurling the flag of occu- 
pation, during the past half-century, 
on newly-discovered tracts of conti- 
nental territory and on unclaimed isl- 
ands of the ocean, but have been yield- 
ing more and more to the growth of 
democratic sentiment and aspiring to a 
complete and comprehensive civil and | 
religious liberty.

The ordinary 
traveler can scarcely afford time for 
more than a hurried glance at all this. 
Still, by passing through these scenes 
| hewever rapidly, he realizes in some 
faint degree the majesty and grandeur 
of the old European civilization, and is 
likely to leave those scenes with a 
loftier idea of his race and its achieve- 
meuts, and with a profounder respect 
for his ancestors in the far-back past. 


The Europe of to-day is very differ-

Eddy, then editor of the Northwestern, re- 
ferring to our transfer, said that we were 
«transferred to Providence and stationed on 
the Common to dig or die.’”” We commenced 
with 34 members and one probationer, and 
left the church at the end of two years with 
isi members. We rejoice to know that the 
church now numbers 610; and the Sunday- 
school, Which was the largest in the Confer- 
ence when we left it, is still the largest, now 
1,080.

I have fancied 
that his calling on this minister was 
owing to the fact that this organiza- 
tion had, as yet, no house of its own, 
but had to worship in the court house. 
In his quest for the keys, he must have 
come upon this amiable gentleman with 
whom he broke bread. He complains 
that there was no blessing asked at the 
table, but permission was given him to 
say a word over his own plate.

The new church just occupied is upon the 
same site. The architect was C. W. Damon, 
of Haverhill, Mass., whose work speaks for 
itself. Grace, strength, and utility are fit- 
tingly blended. The extreme measurement 
of the edifice is 94 feet, 6 inches, by 51 feet, 
2 inches. The audience-room exclusive of 
orchestra is 54 feet, 2 inches, by 50 feet. 
Space occupied by pulpit and orchestra, 12x 
26 feet; to the right is the organ loft 12x12 
feet. Connected with the audience-room on 
the front with folding-doors is a vestry 32x26; 
over the vestry a parlor of the same size, 
which may be used as a gallery. The tower 
is 14x14 and 80 feet high, in which hangs the 
old bell, recast, weighing 1,720 pounds. 
There are four entrances, with a covered 
driveway for those riding into town. The 
height of audience-room is 36 feet, finished in 
cypress overhead. The trusses are exposed 
to view, encased in cypress. The floor and 
stair-treads are of birch, and all the wood- 
work is finished in its natural color. The 
pews are arranged in a semi-circle, furnishing 
sittings for 400; the vestry and parlor will 
add 300 more. The heating is by a combina- 
tion of steam and hot air furnaces. 

The cost of building, exclusive of lot, is 
$10,800. Toward this Hon. 8. 8S. Sleeper, of 
Boston, contributed $300; Hon. L. D. Brown, 
of Philadelphia, $100; and Moses W. Mer- 
rill, esq., of Boston, $100. C. W. Fling made 
and presented the pulpit. The church was 
dedicated free of debt, and owning its pews.

Services 
were at first held in private houses, barns, 
school-houses, and occasionally in the open 
air. The present edifice is the fourth struct- 
ure in which the Methodists of Bristol have 
worshiped. The first church building was 
erected in 1813, dimensions 36x40 feet. The 
second in 1839, dimensions 40x52 feet, with 
posts 17 feet high. An addition was made in 
1860, 9x34 feet. In 1872 a church was ded- 
icated, the size and cust of which indicates 
the growth of the society — dimensions, 86x51 
feet, the audience-room 74x50, with seating

/used to envy him that privilege until he re- 
membered that the Master had also said of 
His disciples: ‘Behold my mother and my 
brethren ;’’ and now he knew that they who 
thus made a home for these, were doing the 
same thing and sharing the blessing of John. 
|He was followed by Dr. Hulburd, of the 
Spring Garden St. Church, who congratulated 
the Methodism of Philadelphia on the fact 
that such institutions as this, with the Hospi- 
tal and the Orphanage, would help to coun- 
teract the tendency to congregationalize our 
city churches, which he believed was really 
the cause of the comparative failure of our 
system in the cities; that we lost the spirit 
of the connectionalism, in the strain that was 
put on the local society, which left no room 
or strength for general interests, and often 
indeed turned us into competitors, who 
ought to be co-operators. A machine in 
which the friction and the power were about 
equal, could not be of much practical value. 
We probably could not get back the circuit 
system into the city; but we could and ought 


jungle. These little classes must be 
cared for. They are, as a rule, ten 
miles from the nearest Christians. God 
opened our way in centres from eight 
to ten miles apart. He evidently 
would make each one of these a centre 
of work for the country around. 

What we must have, then, is one of 
Dr. Butler's little $50 chapels. We 
want fifteen at once for this new work 
beside all those needed in older work. 
This chapel would be used during 
every day of the week — on week days 
for a little school, on Sundays for a 
church. We have already sent Chris- 
tian teachers to each of these places. 
It is our only hope of conserving our 
work. We must place teachers at once 
in such centres. Each centre will rep- 
resent a circle of fifty to one hundred 
villages, with from 10,000 to 20,000
